committee ou military affairs, which

mony concerning the famous affray of 
the negro soldiers. The full commit- 
tee is sitting in the case and com- 
missioned; and non-commissioned of- 
ficers of the discharged negro battal- 
ion, with others who are supposed to 
be acquainted with the facts, have 
been summoned before the commit- 
tee to tell all they know about the 
case. 


It is hoped that the inquiry will be 


conducted harmoniously and without 
the -bitter controversy 
which devel- 


oped during the Consideration of the 
resolution in 
the 
Senate. 
Some 


doubt Is expressed on this point, how- 
ever, as it is known that the mem- 
bers of the committee are aligned on 
two sides^ in regard 
to the 
case. 


While no counsel representing any 
of -the parties interested will he per- 
mitted to attend the hearing, it has 
been decided that the case shall be 
conducted along the lines of a regu- 
lar trial. One of the members of the 
committee, probably Senator Forak- 
er, will present the case on behalf of 
the enlisted men. 
Other members of 


the committee, of course, are to have 
the privilege of cross-examining the 
men.
